Administration Hopes Compromise Bill On Reorgan- 


ization Will Get By Congress

WASHlNGTON-Just as If It didn't have enough trouble with'the subject 


session,'this Congress is going to wrestle anew with the thorny project of 
government reorganization. 
Only the Supreme Court fight touch- 


-®ed off more fireworks than last year's 


reorganization bill, A bitter struggle 
during which President Roosevelt was 
denounced as a would-be dictator 
ended when' the House pigeon-holed 
his proposal. 


Tliis lime it is likely to be different 


There is practically no chance that the 
reorganization bill could be passed 
in; its original form. Seventy-seven 
Democrats who voted against tho 
original bill are back this year. Add 
them to .the 163 House Republicans, 
who probably would be practically 
solid against the bill, and you get 
another adverse majority. 
' 


An effort is now under way to pro- 


vide a bill which accomplish some 
of the streamlining the President asked 
for without raising the objections 
that the last bill raised. A few days 
ago the House formally revived the 
special committee on reorganization, 
under the chairmanship of Represen- 
tative John J. Cochran of Missouri; 
and Representative Lindsay Warren of 
North Carolina has been working out 
a compromise plan to present to this 
committee. 


Triple Objection 


Any such compromise would have 


to take care of three principal issues: 


First, Congress wants the right to 


pass on any changes the President 
might- make in the various govern- 
ment departments, agancics and com- 
missions. 


Second, Congress so far has been 


dead against the President's plan to 
abolish the office of comptroller gen- 
eral and lodge that office's preaudit 
functions

their jobs. Of these 37 men who re- 
mnincd at their posts only two arc 
union men. They refused to join the 
strike, company officials said. 


Company officials listed those dis- 


charged, nnd the reasons, as follow: 


Roy Evans, negro, discharged, be- 


cause of violation of one of the com- 
pany rules by getting drunk and sub- 
sequent conviction in 'ntunicipal court 
for drunkenness. 


Cecil Godwin, white, laid off because 


of an accumulated amount of unused 
clay at the plant. Godwin is a con- 
tract clay hauler. Officials said they 
didn't need any 7norc clay at the time 
Godwin was layed off. 


Giles Aubrey, negro, and Henry Nel- 


son, negro, both discharged because of 
incompetency. A

said one of the negroes was throwing 
saleable brick into a rubbish pile, and

study H, B, 40, a measure designed to 
give the governor control of Hie com- 
mission by increasing its membership 
from three to seven, adjourned to meet 
Tuesday without making recommenda- 
tions. 


Chairman Milum of Boone adjourned 


the meeting saying "this bill is too im- 
portant to act on hastily." 


Senator Steel of Nashville said he 


received a telegram from the Sevier 
County Farm Bureau urging defeat of 
the measure. 


The measure 
was passed by the 


house Thursday by one vote more thai; 
the necessary .51, Charges of irregular- 
ities in counting the vote were inves- 
tigated by a committee headed by Hpl- 
lensworth of Bradley and found ''with- 
out foundation." 


"The Farm Bureau sees no reason to

LONDON — Ukrainians turn the 


pages of history to justify their claim 
for independent state hood. 


Ukrainian, they say, is te -cradle 


of the :SIav race in Europe.* 
, 


Tho Ukrainians today dwell on 


the'same soil their ancestors did in 
prehistoric times. The Ukrainian lan- 
.gua'ge' and -Mature is distineU'from 
the Russian.- 
• v 


* 'In .the early Middle Ages, long 
before there was a Duchy of Muscovy 
around the Gulf of Finland, there 
was a Ukrainian Grand Duchy of 
Kiev. This Kiev state was alter- 
nately know as "Ukraine" and as 
"Russ." Not until the 18th century 
did the Muscovite country become 
known as the Russian empire. 


The Grand Dukes of 'Kiev from the 


10th 
centrury onward built up a 


great empire from the Gulf of Fin- 
land to North Saucasus. 
It was in 


touch with western civilization. Its 
dynasty gave a Queen to France and 
Norway, an Empress to Germany and 
took a Queen from England. 


Then the country fell upon evil 


times,1 being conquered by Hungary, 
Lithuania, Poland and Russia. In the 
18th 
century Ukraine was definitely 


divided between Russia and Austria. 
In 1863 the Russian Minister of the In- 
terior said that the Ukrainian nation- 
ality and language had never ex- 
isted. 


After the 1917 revolution, a Ukrain- 


ian republic was proclaimed, but was 
overthrown by the Bolvsheviks and the 
Pole!. 


So far as the Ukrainians living in 


Poland are concerned, they are not 
only at present demanding autonomy 
but they have a positive promise of it, 
to which the United States is a party. 


The treaty of June 28, 1919, allowed 


Poland to keep East Galicia, but with 
the promise of autonomy. This was 
confirmed by a conference of the 
Allied Ambassadors on'March 15, 1923, 
when it was stipulated that the ethno- 
graphical conditions made autonomy 
vital in East Galicia. 


As this promise was never kept, 


a petition was sent to the League of 
Nations by a large number of public 
men of Great Britain, asking that 
some action be taken. But the League 
found some evasively worded fomula

truth was of course, that France back- 
ed its ally, Poland/in having the plea 
rejected. 


On December 10, 1938, M.V. MiuU 


ryj, leader of the 15 Ukrainian deputies 
in the Polish Parliment, presented 
a bill granting complete autonomy to 
the Ukrainians. It provided for Uk- 
rainian Diet, Ukrainian officials ad- 
ministering the affau-s of the territory 
in which the Ukrainians live, and a 
territorial army. Only the problems 
of finance foreign affairs and nat- 
ional defense would be left to the 
central Polish, government. 


The bill also demanded that the col- 


onization of Poles in East Gaiicia 
should cease and that the land should 
be allowed to go to the landless 
Ukrainian peasants. A further demand 
was for a Ukrainian university at 
Lemburg (Lwow) and for many more 
elementary and secondary schools with 
Ukrainian as the languare taught.

totns of neuritis are those associated 
With either loss of motion because the 
nerves which caxise the muscles to act 
are paralyzed, or loss of sensation be- 
cause the'herves which trani'm'H sensa- 
tion to the brain are paralyzed. 


If, the cause of neuritis is found 


early, the patient recovers frequently 
without any permanent damage. If, 
however, the cause runs on for a long 
time, the damage may be so serious 
that complete recovery does not occur. 


In cases in which inflammation or 


destruction of the nerve extends to 
those parts of the body concerned with 
breathing or with the action of the 
heart, neuritis may cause death. There 
is also the great danger that failure of 
the tissues to act in a normal manner' 
may result in secondary disturbances 
like bronchitis, pneumonia or tubercu- 
losis affecting a hmg which does not 
act properly. Another danger is sec- 
ondary inflammation of the kidneys in 


sEs of poisoning by 'mbtals. 
The indication that the condition is 


recovering is the disappearance of pain 
or of excessive sensibility, the return 
of Sensation where sensation has been 
lost and the return of motor power. 
The return of motor power comes first 
in the muscles which were affected last. 
Muscles which were first paralzed are 
usually; last to'recover. 


It is well'to have the attention of a 


'competent Orthopedic specialist who 
will see to; it that the paralyzed tissues 
are regularly exercised and' that 'they 
are held in suitable position during the 
tithe when the paralysis in the muscles 
is present. 


As has already been pointed out, the 


first and most important step is to find 
out the cause of the paralysis or the in- 
flammation of the nerve and to remove 
the cause. Next the tissues that have 
been affected must have complete rest. 
The pain is easily relieved by the ap- 
plication of warmth, support by the 
use of braces and splints, and effects 
on the brain brought about by the 
proper use of sedative and pain reliev- 
ing drugs.

V* outdoors at. night were rather 
hard to make, flow, thanks to extra 
high speed film, thousands of snap- 
shooters take them. The fast film 
plus a fast lens is sufficient for 
brightly-lighted street scenes and 
flood-lighted buildings.

For outdoor pictures of people at 


night, all one needs is a camera that 
can be set for a time exposure, and 
a "flash" bulb in its Jnexpeusive 
flashlight-type holder, 


To take such pictures, simply 


place the camera, on a firm support, 
and set the shutter for "time," Posi- 
tion, the subject in front of the cam- 
era, click the shutter open, flash the 
bulb and close the shutter. If the 
surroundings are dark and there are 
no lights within the view of the lens, 
the camera may be held in the hand.
